PARTLY CLOUDY 
FOR ELECTION 


Scarcity of Labor Hampers 
Cotton Crop Throughout 
Georgia. 


The weather for election day today is 
likely to be partly cloudy. 

No important change in temperatures 
is predicted, and it is probable that the 
partly cloudy weather will be just the 
kind to bring out a large vote in At- 
lanta in all of the wards. 

According to the report of Section 
Director J. B. Marbury for the state of 
Georgia, the farmers and planters 
throughout the state are still suffering 
from a scarcity of labor. Mr. Marbury 
summarizes his report of the cgnditions 
throughout the state for the week end- 
ing October 3 as follows: 

“The drought that has prevailed over 
the state for the past several weeks is 
still unbroken; only a fewN scattered 
showers in some sections of the eastern 
and central portions were reported the 
past week, and ,they afford no ma- 
terial relief.
